It would be interesting to set up 2 chart 
showing the chain of authority. The by-laws should spell 
out the procedural detoils of handling your meetings, and 
the duties of the elected officials. In avery Chapter a 
group may be found who would be interested in cerryine out 
this sort of work. 


One of the mast difficult problems facing Chapter officials 
is the method cf obtaining money to carry on the normal 
Chapter activities, While a great deal of money is not 
required, it does take some. Flowers far members who are 
ill, notices of meetings to be printed ani wailed, if your 
chapter has a newsletter, it must be financed, birthday 
cards, get-well cards, and a multitude of other small thing) 
which make your Chapter a living entity all require that 
Some money be kept on hand, that it be constantly added to 
so that money is available to carry out the legitimate 
activities of the Chapter without certain individuals 
having to foot the bill. Our experience indicotes that 
about 3 to 5 dollars per member per year is necessary to 
do the job - this is from 25 to 50 cents per month. We 
have likewise found that in most Chapters, only 10% of the 
members contribute any money at all. We could use a real 
think-tank on this matter - if you have any ideas to pass 
along we'd like to hear of then! 


Tt has been suggested that QCWA Newsletter publish a list 
of QCWA on-the-air schedules. This sort of thing is of 
special importance during vacation times, when members are 
widely scattered and would like to check in with other 
QCWA networks arsund the country. If you wil! send your 
network information to this office, a table will be made 
and published. List the day, time, frequency and net- 
control station for all such groups in your area. 


Remember that QCWA will have its 25th anniversary on the 
Sth day of Decesber, 1972. It is understood that a full 
Anniversary Committee has been appointed with Art E. Mil- 
igan, WBKW as Chairman, I am sure that the Committee will 
be glad to hear from all members concerning their ideas 
for commemoration of the 25th Anniversary.

W2AAP ~ S, Irving Weiss, passed away July 27, 1970. 
Irving travelled the familiar route, ameteur radio in the 
éarly days, followed by a career in manufacturing and 
developmental electronics. Ouring Ww2 he developed ultra 
minature transmitters and receivers for the OSS and CIA. 

He developed special tooling for use with point-contact 
transistors. Irving became interested in dismond cutting 
wheels in the 1960's and in a few yeers had developed and 
patented several entirely new concepts for the fabrication 
of annular cutting wheels. Weiss was an extraordinary 
combination of showman, innovator and business-man. He was 
the antithesis of the ivory-tower inventor. In addition 

to amateur radio, he was 3 pilot, and organist and enjoyed 
golfing, fishing and boating. Phil Gomez, of Texas Instru- 
ments said of Irving, "He wes an unusually creative man in 
the technical sense, but unlike most people who are so 
accomplished, he had an out-qoing personality and a fine 
appreciation for life, It was very easy to grt ta know 
him,"
